AUGUSTA JUDGE ADDRESSES 
ALUMNI «AT ATHENS 


Tells Them That the Trouble 
Is Too Much “Democracy in 
the Government,” and That 
Georgia Has More Murders 
Annually Than All of Eng- 


land. 


Athens, Ga. June 14.—(Special.)— 
Declaring, in substance, that unless the 
integral states developed power to 
suppress crime and enforce law ap- 
proximate to that shown by the federal 
government, that popular rule in Amer- 
ica was threatened, Judge E. H. Calla- 
way, of Augusta, today delivered, be- 
fore the Alumni Society of the Univér- 
sity of Georgia, a powerful address 
based on the specific theme, “Local 
Self-Government.” 

In many respects, Judge Callaway’s 
oration was one of the most iconoclas- 
tice of the annua! alumni addresses de- 
livered here in recent years. 

He challenged the efficacy of the 
governmental procedure that has pre- 
vailed since the founding of federal 
and state form of government. He in- 


sisted that the states were suffering 
from an overdose of “democracy in 
gxgovernment;” that the efficiency of 
their institutions was threatened for 
the reason that prejudices and passions 
rather than sober judgment were ex- 
pressed through too many popular elec- 
tions. 

Judge Callaway compared criminal 
conditions in this country with those 
in Europe, showing the enormous ex- 
eess of homicides and law violations in 
America. : 

In the case of Georgia, which he 
designated a typical American state, 
he cited an authority showing that 
Georgia's annyal homicide roll of 45 
was more than the entire murder roll 
of England. 4 

In closing, Judge Callaway appealed 
to the people to wake up to the 
‘menace put upon their institutions by 
defiance of law and inability of the 
courte to convict. 

The Address, 

The address, in part, is as follows: 

“While the prevalence of lawlessness 
and crime in all sections of our country 
is deplorable, the existence of mob law 
in the north and west does not make 
it less heinous in the south. As it is 
for this section we have the greatest 
concern, it seems that it would be the 
wiser course to uncover and expose our 
own weakness and shortcomings to the 
end that they may be corrected, our 
state governments strengthened, and 
that the lives, liberty and property of 
our people be adequately and impar- 
tially protected by a strong local gov- 
ernment administered by ourown peo- 
ple, and not by strangers armed with 
commissions from a_ central national 
government. 

“How is human life protected in 
Georgia? The following article ap- 
peared in a recent issue of the ‘Liter- 
ary Digest’ copied from ‘The World 
Today,’ of Chicago, Mr. Hugh C. Weir 
being credited as the author: 

“"'Ten thousand persons are murder- 
ed in this country every year—shot, 
strangled, poisoned, stabbed, or beaten 
with a club or sandbag. Of the mur- 
ders, 2 in every 100 are punished, The 
remaining 98 escape absolutely free! In 
many of our states, the proportion of 
convictions is only half as great. In 


Georgia, for instance, only 1 murderer j 


in every 100 is punished. In a recent 
census of American crime, digesting 
the nation as a whole, the statement 
was made that in 1.8 per cent of our 
homicides do we secure a conviction. 


Record for Georgia. 


“‘Chicago averages 118 murders in a 
year. In the same space of time, Paris 
records only 15 murders and attempted 
murders. In the course of twelve 
months, Georgia—a typical example of 
the average American state—records 
46 homicides, more than the .whole of 
the British empire! More people are 
murdered in this country in a year 
than are killed on the railroads. In 
three years, the victims of our murder 
cases total more than the losses of the 
British army in the Boer war. 

“*and now we discover that when our 

oets and our orators and our artists 
Swe finished telling of our greatness 
and our giory, we have fostered wick- 
edness and lawlesness as no other 
nation in the world; that, behind our 
boasted institutions of government, the 
thug and the thief and the assassin 
are operating with a vigor and a free- 
dom duplicated nowhere else in civili- 
gation. And our crime and wickedness 
are steadily increasing. 


More Murders Today. 


“"*There are four and a half times 
as many murders for every million of 
our population today as thre were 
twenty years ago! 

“"The significant fact about it all is 
that the rest of the world does not 
share these statistics. Our increased 
wickedness is confined to our own 
borders. In the march of civilization. 
as applied to the protection of public 
life and public property, we have fallen 
woefully behind. We may lead the 
globe in many things. We assuredly 
lead it in crime. In $5 per cent of the 
homicides of Germany the guilty per- 
son is brought to justice. In Spain. 
the number of convictions is 85 per 
cent of the total number of crimes. In 
France it is 61 per cent; in Italy 77 
per cent; in England 50 per cent. Do 
these facts—when offset against our 
two convictions in every 160 murders 
—explain why our lawlessness is in- 
creasing; why we have more homi- 
cides every year than Italy, Austria. 
France, Belgium, England, Ireland. 
Scotland, Spain. Hungary, Holland and 
Germany combined? 

“*A number of years Ago, the jewelers 
of America were forced to form a na- 
ticnal detective organization to guard

NO TRACE FOUND 
UF MISSING MAN 


Murder Mystery of Ital- 
ian Lake Still Unraveled. 


The Italian Police Are Bending 


of Charlton’s Course to the 
Time of His Disappearance. 
Letters Sent Russian. 


Como, Italy, June 14.—Although the 
police authorities have sent out re- 
quests to the authorities at various 
points to watch for a man answering 
the description of Porter Charlton, the 
search of Lake Como, where the body 
of Charlton's wife was found in a 
trunk a few days ago, has not been 
abandoned. Nothing was discovered 
today, however, to give the slightest 
clue to the whereabouts of the missing 
man or to strengthen the theory that 
he also was murdered. 

It has been learned that Chariton 
wrote, on June 6, to the Russian Ispo- 
latoff, who is under arrest, that he and 
his wife were leaving for the Riviera. 
On that afternoon he went to the post- 
office and made inqutries with refer- 
ence to steamers leaving for America. 
He posted a letter addressed to Ispo- 
latoff without a’stamp.. This is taken 
as an indication that he was exceed- 
ingly agitated. It was on the evening 
of the same day that he questioned a 
fisherman, near the spot where the 
trunk was found, as to the depth of 
the lake. 

A traveler who left here for Basel. 
Switzerland, on the day the crime was 
discovered, has reported to the police 
that @ passenger in the carriage on 
which he traveled answered the de- 
scription of Charlton. Efforts have 
been made to locate this man, but so 
far without result.

The couple had two children, and 
their home was a rendezvous to 
all the neighbors in search of a pleas- 
ant social hour. Boarding with this 
couple was Dr. W. J. McNaughton 
friend and adviser of husband and wife, 
and respected medical practitioner of 
the neighborhood for several] months. 
Rumors at first in an undertone be- 
gan to circulate in which Dr, McNaugh- 
ton’s attention to Mrs. Flanders fig- 
ured. These reports brewed, as re- 
ports will, until they finally reached 
the husband's ears. Loyal husband that 
he was, he discredited these reports 
and assured his wife of his utmost con- 
fidence in her.

Th@ reports which had been 
circulated on the soft pedal before the 
husband died now broke forth with 
new vigor, accompanied by the ex- 
pressed belief of many that the dead 
man had been foully dealt with. 

Autopsy Held. 

On Tuesday these rumors burst out 
in a violent ebulition. The dead man’s 
brothers were determined to have the 
body disinterred and an autopsy held. 
Magistrate J. F. Sutton acted as cor- 
orner and a jury was impanelled. Drs. 
Smith and Chandler removed the dead 
man's stomach and it was sent to At- 
lanta for analysis of the state chemist. 
the verdict of the jury being suspend- 
ed until today, when the chemist’s 
report was received. 

The jury rendered the following ver- 
dict: 

“We find that-the deceased came to 
his death not from natural causes, but 
from the circumstances and evidence 
produced to us, we are led to believe 
that he was poisoned with arsenic and 
circumstances and the evidence points 
to Dr. W. J. McNaughton as the one 
who administered it, and that it was 
done with the knowledge and consent 
ot Mrs. Mattie Flanders.”

REPORT FOLLOWS CLOSELY 
LINES OFTHE HOUSE BILL 


Number of Amendments Se- 
cured by Insurgent Senators 
Retained by Conferees in Re- 
port Presented to Senate and 
House --- Carries Most Fea- 
tures of Original Measure. 


Washington, June 14.—The confer- 
ence report on the administration 
railroad bill was presented to the sen- 
ate at 1:30 o'clock today by Chairman 
Elkins, of the senate committee on in- 
terstate commerce, It was laid before 
the house late in the day, but under 


the rules it cannot be acted upon by 
the house until disposed of by the sen- 
ate. 

It represented one week’s work by 
conferees cf the senate and house in 
an effort to harmonize the differences 
in e bill passed by the two branches 
of fongress, and nearly four months 
continuous consideration in one or the 
other of the two branches of congress. 
At the request of several senators the 
report went over until tomorrow’, when 
an effort will be made to procure its 
adoption. 

The two democratic conferees did not 
sign the report and Senator Newlands 
Save notice today that he would pre- 
sent @ minority report. 

Generally speaking, the finished work 
of the conferees is declared to be satis- 
factory to the senate, although in 
large part it follows the lines of the 
house bill. A number of the amend- 
ments secured by “insurgent’’ republic- 
an senators, however, were retained by 
the conferees, So far as has been indi- 
cated’ the offty objection which may be 
raised in the senate to the adoption of 
the report relates to the action of the 
conferees in adopting the house pro- 
vision on the subject of long and short 
hauls. 

The last amendment disposed of vy 
the conferees was that relating to the 
period for which increases in rates 
might be suspended by the commission. 
The conferees accepted -the senate pro- 
vision of ten months. 

Changes in Original Measure. 

As finally perfected by the con- 
ferees, the bill carries most of the 
features of the original administration 
measure, except the sections to permit 
railroads to make pooling agreements, 
to authorize the government to regu- 
late the issuance of stocks and bonds 
and to permit a railroad to purchase 
the remaining stock of another line in 
which it already controls 50 per cent of 
the stock. So much opposition de- 
velopea in both houses against these 
provisions that all except the securi- 
ties section were abandoned outright. 

The conferees incorporated @ pro- 
vision autborizing the president to ap- 
point a commission to investigate ques- 
tions pertaining to the issuance of 
stocks and bonds by railroads. Ex- 
penditures by the commission are limit- 
ed to $25,000 and it was not given au- 
thority to summon witnesses or to 
compel the production of books and 
papers. No time was fixed for the 
making of a report. 

Court of Five Judges. 

The bill as perfected, therefore, and 
as likely to become law, would create 
a commerce court composed of five 
judges, the first of whom are to he

In other words, it would 
centralize the existing authority and 
jurisdiction of cireult courts in mat- 
ters affecting interstate commerce. 

Other sections would enlarge thé 
power of the commisstog over railroad 
regulations and practices and place 
under the jurisdiction of the commis- 
sion, telegraph, telephone and cable 
companies, whether wire or wireless. 
and would broaden the scope of the 
word railroad so as to extend the juris- 
diction of the commission over bridges, 
ferries and terminal! facilities. This 
extension of power is regarded as of 
the utmost importance. 

General provisions are made affect- 
ing railroads to compe! them to furn- 
ish rates upon application and to au- 
thorize the commission to institute in- 
quiries on its own motion. By provis- 
fons adopted by the house and retained 
by the conferees the scope of the com- 
mission to make regulations was en- 
larged. It is also provided that a 
consignor of freight ehall have the 
right to designate by which of two « 
more through routes his property shal!

BRIBERY STURT 
BROUGHT $3,250 


Chicago, June 14.—The expulsion of 
two spectators from the trial ef State 
Representative Lee O’Neil Browne, 
charged with paying $1,000 to Repre- 
sentative Charles A. White to vote for 
William Lorimer for United States 
senator, today gave emphasis to State’s 
Attorney Wayman’'s declaration that hee 
would prevent any possibility for un- 
due influence to reach the jury. 

The men removed were Ernest Kru- 
lewich, a Chicago politician, and Hy 
Wagner. The latter owes his embar- 
rassment to having made audible ex- 
pressions of a belief in the guilt of 
the defendant. Mr. Wayman said that 
during the trial of “Skinny’’ Madden, a 
labor leader, charged with extortion, 
Krulewich had brought suspicion on 
himself by shaking hands with Madden 
in front of the jury. Krulewich was 
rerved with a subpoena to appear be- 
fore the grand jury tomorrow. 

; Attack on White. 

The defense, on cross-examination, 
began an attack on the character of 
White, with the ultimate design, it is 
said, of charging that the present al- 
legations grew out of an unsuccessful 
blackmatling scheme of White's. Wish- 
ing to introduce some of White’s let- 
ters written to Browne, W. 8S. Forest, 
chief of counsel for the defendant, ran 
against a snag. The court ruled that 
before they could be accepted as. evi- 
dence White must first identify the 
letters. White's evasive replies vis- 
ibly nettled BRrowne's attorneys. 

Eventually, two letters were iden- 
tified. In one of them, written subse- 
quently to the election of Senatoy.Lori- 
mer, White said: 

*T have only 90 cents in the world. 
If you will fill in the inclosed promis- 
sory note for whatever money you will 
loan me, I: will be glad.” The note, 
made out for $50, also was placed in 
evidence. Other notes aggregating $100 
were also introduced. a 

Some of the expressions used in let- 
ters which the defense attempted  in- 
troduce were: 

“By the grace of God every cent you 
have let me have I will return.” 

“T have my ring in pawn for a few 
dollars.” : 

“The future is sure to bring sur- 

ises. Do not be surprised at any- 
hing I may do in, the future.’ 

Attempt to Bliackmail. 

.By this expression it will be argued 
that White was attempting to black- 
mail Browne.”’ 

A letter written by White to Sena: 
tor Lorimer was likewise read to the 
jury. White wrote that he was about 
to place his experiences as a legislator 
before the public. He said he had been 
offered $2.25 a word for it. 

Mr. Forest asked him if he had sub- 
mitted his story to certain magazines, 
which he named. Witness admitted 
that he had. 

“Did you offer 
Tribune?” 

“Yes, sir.”’ 

“White produced his contract by 
which The Tribune agreed to pay him 
$3,250 for his story of the alleged brib- 
ery.

New York Financiers 


Indorse Stevens Bill. 


Believing That Recent Frauds 
Have Shaken Confidence in 
Bills of Lading, Financial In- 
terests Demand Legislation. 
Prominent Bankers Act. 


New York, June 14.—Acting In the 
belief that the recent frauds in bills 
of lading estimated to run into the 
millions have'so shaken the confidence 
of credit institutions in the validity 
of these instruments that the move- 
ment of crops this fall is seriously 
threatened, steps were taken today by 
strong financial interests in conference 
here to demand legislation that will 
safeguard these securities. The pas- 
sage of the Stevens bill pending before 
the national senate, which makes rail- 
roads responsible for bills of lading 
issued by their agents, jis the chief 
remedy sought. 

Lewis F. Pierson, president of hte 
American Bankers 'Association, officers 
of five loca] banks, representatives of 
the chamber of commerce, the New 
York cotton exchange and foreign and 
interior bankers, attended the confer- 
ence. 


Mr. Pierson said after the conference 


that bankers everywhere had deter- 
mine to curtail loans on bills of lading 
until the carriers are made responsible. 
When it is read so that all of the crops 
are financed by means of bills of lad- 
ing, he added, the gravity of the situa- 
tion is apparent.

Lynch Law, 


“I have not the statistics of murders 
at the hands of mobs, commonly called 
‘lynchings,’ in the various states of 
the union, and I am glad I have not, 
for I am afraid Georgia might show 
an unenviable rank in that list. But 
mob violence has become such a fre- 
quent occurrence that the masses of 
our people seem to look on with com- 
placency. The time was not long ago 
when an outbreak of mob violence 
shocked the public conscience, found 
few apologists, and wag severely con- 
demned by all our newspapers, office- 
holders, leading citizens and candidates 
for office. 

“But now, having grown more fa- 
miliar with these outrages against 
government, law and society, they 
cease to shock, and the newspaper 
which do not apologize for the mob, 
boldly approve of its action, while 
politicians, leading citizens, officehold- 
ers and office-seekers, when not incit- 
ing the mob, either openly approve or 
élse remain discreetly silent, and the 
whole of the people of the state ap- 
parently look on with unconcern. 
Prisoners have been taken from t 
possession of officers or from the 
jails, and even from the court room, 
and the presence of the judge, sur- 
rounded by sheriffs, bailiffs and sol- 
diers and the orderly processes of the 
court violently suspended without its 
consent. And these prisoners to whom 
the state government and its constitu- 
tion had guaranteed a fair and impar- 
tial trial, and no deprivation of life 
except by due process of law, have. 
been brutally and barbarously mur- 
dered in the very presence of our sov- 
ereign—the state. And if anyone of 
these pirates who have thus over- 
thrown the law and humiliated the 
government has ever been convicted 
and adequately punished for his 
crime, there is no record of It. 

Georgia Rattiroad Strike. 


“During the strike on the Georgia 
railroad, about a yearago, mobs in At- 
lanta and Augusta and at many sta- 
tions along the line of the road stopped 
the operation of all trains for nearly a 
week by violent attacks upon the 
trains, and especially upon the negro 
firemen used by the management over 
the protest of the mobs. All travel and 
traffic were stopped; innocent laborers 
were beaten and driven from their 
work: property was damaged, and com- 
merce and business suspended. While 
this state of anarchy reigned through 
middle Georgia, and the mob held tri- 
umphant sway, the entire state govern- 
ment, with all its officers and soldiers, 
so far as therecord discloses, preserved 
a strict neutrality, apparently paral- 
¥yzed and unable or unwilling to turn 
a wheel to protect either life or prop- 
erty. Had not the federal government 
intervened for the protection of the 
mails and interstate commerce, no one 
can tell how long this public service 
corporation would have been kept out 
of commission, with its engines dead- 
ened, and its rails rusting, causing fac- 
tories to close down, a general stagna- 
tion of business among the people. 

“Condemnation of the unchecked 
reign of lawlessness, in times of peace, 
is without regard to the merits of 
the strike, or the causes which invited 
the anger of the mob. A government 
in a civilized community should have 
a policeman on the job who can and 
will arrest every disturber of the peace 
and lock him up. and let the courts 
deride the merits of the quarrel. The 
government which stands impotently 
looking on while its subjects or its 
ejtizens riot, fight, kill and destroy 
éach other and innocent bystanders, 
Goes not deserve the name of ‘govern- 
ment.’ That the faction of the mob 
met with popular approval merely ac- 
centuates the necessity for strong ef-

Too Much Democracy. 


“One of the chief causes of weakness 
ang inefficiency of our state govern- 
ment in the suppression of crime is 
the modern tendency towards too 
much democracy in the administration 
of laws. 

“Pure democracies have never- been 
successful in the administration of 
government, however intelligent their 
constituency. It is, at most, but a 
government of the mob, controlled and 
swayed by the passions and prejudices 
of the hour. It is like a ship at sea, 
without an anchor or rudder, and be- 
comes the plaything of the maddening 
storms of human passion, where only 
those become leaders who can and will 
Play upon the lowest and meanest 
chords of human Sselfishness. 

“Athens, the ancient seat of learning, 
arts and philosophy, tried it and mar- 
red the brilliancy of her civilization 
by trying Socrates upon the trumped- 
up charge of corrupting the Athenian 
youth. It was a popular jury of 501 
members, which condemneg him by a 
majority vote, and forced to his lips 
the deadly hemlock. 

“Most questions and matters of gOvV- 
ernment the people cannot handle with 
wisdom, justice or moderation. There- 
.fcre, it was a representative form of 
government which our ancestors estab- 
lished, and not a pure democracy. 


Popular Elections Cow Officers. 


“The trend of government in Geor- 
— for the pasttwenty years, a period 
uring which lawlessness has made its 
Greatest strides, has been towards 
popular elections for all officers. These 
popular elections, with short -erms, 
have tended to cow our officeholders, 
and make them’ subservient to the 
voters rather than to the law. Many 
a candidate for office, whether in or 
out, has his ear to the ground, catches 
every rumbling noise of popular senti- 
ment, whether for the enforcement of 
law, or against it, and, consequently, 
his attitude upon these important is- 
sues is often so shaped as to secure 
the most votes. 

“Among the sovereign voters are 
many law-breakers, people who have, 
in the past, and who will, in the fu- 
ture, continue to violate the criminal 
laws of the state. Sometimes they are 
a power in elections, and they want 
and demand protection. 


Criminals Help Elect Judges and So- 
licitors. 


“Our judges, who are to try people 
chargtd with crime, and the solicitors 
who are to represent the state and 
society in the prosecution of criminals, 
are elected by direct vote of the peo- 
ple. Men charged with murder, lar- 
ceny, riot, gambling, carrying conceal- 
| ed weapons, violations of the prohibi- 
tion laws, and other crimes, their rela- 
tives and friends, choose between the 
candidates for these important offices 
tnose who are to try them. Is it hu- 
man nature for this political support 
or opposition to have no effect or in- 
fluence, consciously or unconsciously, 
upon the elected officer?’ 

Judge Callaway then comments on 
the rule of the mob: of the laborers 
who tell their employer he shall not 
earn a living; of the combination of 
capital that refuses to allow a man to 
engage in an independent enterprise: 
of the sale of whisky in Georgia: of 
the carrying of concealed weapons, and 
on the weakness of our state govern- 
ments. 


Weakness of State. 


“The mob’s excuse for action,” 
said, “is the government's inaction. 

“This picture of the‘weakness and 
inefficiency of our state governments 
is not overdrawn. Whatever obedience 
there may be to our state laws is al- 
most wholly voluntary, and not from 
fear or respect for the power of the 
law. It is a credit to our civilization 
that we are even so peaceful and law- 
abiding in a country where the re- 
straints of government are so weak. 
and its enforcement so indifferent. But 
the condition is rapidly growing worse, 
as shown by the statistics already 
cited. Human passions have always 
required control and restraint: the 
strong must not be allowed to im- 
pose upon the weak, whether. the 
strengthisof manyorof few, physical 
or financial. The rights of tbe indi- 
vidual, however weak, should be ree- 
ognized and protected, and every state 
of organized society should protect the 
lives, liberty and property of its citi- 
zens. 

“While modern inventions. the dis- 
coverties of science. the wonderful de- 
velopments of industry and commerce. 
the accumulation and concentration of 
vast wealth, and the combination of 
labor for self-protection, have pro- 
duced some of the forces which defy 
the law and defeat governments. its 
frequent failure and general ineffici- 
ency is due to fts inherent weakness 
rather than to the strength of its ad- 
versaries. zovernment falis and fails 
before individual law breakers of <ma!! 
means as often or oftener than before: 

Every time the criminal e«- 
capes the just punishment for 
crime, whether by avoiding arrest.

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Agricultural College in 
Fine Condition. 


Extension Work, if Carried On, 
Will Make It the Best in the 
South---$1,000 Appropriated 
to Complete the New Athletic 
Field. 


Athens, Ga., June 14.—(Special.)—At 
the session of the university trustees 
today, the annual report of the State 
College of Agriculture was made by 
President Connor, of the board of 
trustees, and the college was shown 
in a most flourishing condition. 

Best in South. 

The extension work planned for the 
agricultural college, if carried through, 
will make it without a peer in the 
,south, and in a few years, under Dr. 
Soule’s able management, the State 
College of Agriculture will be one of 
the largest in the country, while the 
work being done is of inestimable 
benefit. 

The trustees adopted a resolution 
by which the state legislature will 
be asked to make two more members 
of the university board of trustees, ex- 
officio members of the boards of the 
various colleges in the system, for the 
purpose of bringing the colleges closer 
together. This was suggested by Hon. 
N. G. Harris, president of the Tech 
board of trustees. 

Professor Robert McWhorter was 
made: adjunct professor in Latin and 
Greek, Professor Marion DuBose was 
made associate professor in German, 
and Professor Payne was made asso- 
ciate professor in history. H. A, Nix, 
of Commerce, who is valedictorian for 
the class of 1910, was made tutor in 
English. 

For Athletic Field. 

The board of trustees of the uni- 
versity appropriated today the sum of 
$1,000 for the completion of the new 
athletic field, which the county of 
Clarke recently graded without ex- 
pense to the university, and on which 
the athletic and gymnasium activities 
will be conducted, also furnishing an 
admirable drill ground for the cadet 
corps of the university when needed. 

Experiemce in practically all the 
leading colleges ef the countrygshows 
that one of the most important sub- 
jects for consideration at this time ls 
the proper physical examination of the 
students and the supervision in all 
necessary-of their physical habits.

Those 
who violate the laws of congress are 
hunted down with a relentless pursuit 
until they are captured, and then they 
are tried in a court where the govern- 
ment has an even chance with the ac- 
cused, and where numerous devices and 


technicalities for their escape have not 
been provided. Violators of revenue 
laws, pestal laws, pure food laws, and, 
sometimes. when they are ‘wicked 
trusts,’ anti-trust laws are made to 
feel the heavy and sure hand of the 
government whose laws they have 
dared to transgress, 


‘But what are we going to do about 
it? Are we going to let the increase | 
of crime continue until the people, ex- | 
asperated with conditions, seek gov- '! 
ernment from some other source? Or! 
ure we going 10 meet the emergency | 
by strengtheniug our state govern- | 
ments #0 that they can and will 
promptly suppress every lawless force, 
either of individuals or combinations, | 
which interfere with the peace 6f 80- | 
ciety, the rights of citizens and the 
orderly administration of law. 

“Tt is hardly necessary to state that 
it is only by the latter method that we 
can preserve for ourselves and our 
posterity the blessings of local self- 
government. 

“Think you there is no danger? Do 
you laugh at the suggestion of a su- 
preme central government in America’ 
Human life and human liberty wil] not 
continue to cry for protection in vain, 
and the people of all ages and climes 
have considered the protection of 
private property sufficient tnducemen: 
for the change of their allegiance. 

“Even the vigorous state executive 
whe rules with strong hand, whether 
lawfully or unlawfully, is applauded 
by the masses, and counted a great 
statesman. Are you sure the American 
people do not want an emperor or a 
tyrant to rule over them? It wiil not 
be the first time that the people have 
cried for a king to lead them in battle 
and protect them from the depredations 
of those who would destroy their 
hcmes and murder their families. But, 
hear, ye, oh, Israel, the warning of 
the Prophet as to the manner of this 
king: 

“‘He will take your sons, and ap- 
point them for himself, for his chariots 
and to be his horsemen; and some 
shall run before his chariots. And he 
shall appoint him captains over thou- 
sands. and captains over fifties, and 
will se them to bear his ground. and 
reap his harvest, and to make his in- 
struments of war and instruments of 
his chariots.

will recommend the repeal of the pres- 


ent registration law, which requires 
that the registration books shall be 
closed six months prior to an elec- 
tion. 

The governor, it is said, will point 
out the evil effects of the law in dis- 
franchising thousands of voters of the 
state by the early closing require- 
ment. In support of this statement 
he will give comparative figures, show- 
ing the number of voters who were 
registered in previous years, and the 
number registered this year, which 
shows that thousands of voters who 
are of the best in the state, have been 
denied the privilege of voting because 
the books closed before they had an 
opportunity to  register,, or before 
there was any political campaign on 
to arouse their interest. 

The Registration Law. 


Regarding the registration law, in 
his message last year the governor 


paid 
my judgment one of the main 
provisions of the law should be amend- 
ed. It provides that the registry lists 
shall be closed on April 1 of election 
years, or more than six months in ad- 
vance of the election. I recommend 
that this be changed, so that in the 
interim between the closing of the 
lists and of the elections may be 
mo more than thirty days before gen- 
eral, special or primary elections.

person, but by agents or by check. 
It is therefore easy to see how the 
present law will practically disfran- 
chise many good citizens. 

“To require the citizens of Georgia 
to register six months in advance of 
the election is entirely too drastic. We 
presume that the average Georgia 
voter is honest. This act presumes 
that he is not, and seeks to shut him 
out umawares from the natural right 
of a free citizen, i. e., the right. to vote. 
The law should make it easy, not hard. 
for a man to vote, the presumption of 
innocence being on his side. 

“We should abstain as far as pos- 
sible from restrictive legislation, for 
the true democratic {dea is that the 
citizen shall have the greatest possible 
freedom, so long as it does not in- 
interfere with the rights of others.” 

Objectionable Features. 


Other objectionable features of the 
law will be pointed out by the gdv- 
ernor tothe legislature, it is said. | 

It is stated the governor will repeat 
his recommendation that the state 
should issue about $600,000 worth of 
bonds, thus utilizing the credit of the 
state for the purpose of completing 
the payments due teachers of Georgia. 

In his last message the governor rec- 
Ommended that the proceeds of the 
bonds should be used to create a per- 
manent loan fund to be loaned every 
spring to the school fund and to be re- 
turned to the loan fund in December 
when the taxes are collected. Under 
this method the prompt payment of 
teachers will be assured. 

It is also stated that the governor 
will r@peat his recommendation that 
the railroad commission should be re- 
duced from five to three, and will again 
call attention to the platform upon 
which the present administration of 
Georgia was chosen, and which de- 
clares: 

Opposes Unnecessary Offices. 

“We are opposed to unnecessary of- 
fices which levy additional taxes on 
the people, and we ask the legislature 
to scan carefully Georgia’s payroll to 
the end that all sinecures be cut off. 
We especially favor a reduction in the 


membership of the railroad commis-' 


sion from five to three, and the aboli- 
tion of the office of special attorney 
to the same.” 

The governor will also very prob- 
ably reiterate his declaration that the 
legislature should establish a depart- 
ment of labor, at the head of which 
should be a labor commissioner who 
shall “compile statistics showing la- 
bor conditions throughout the state. 
and furnish the same to industrial in- 
stitutions who desire such informa- 
tion.” 

It is also very probable that the gov- 
ernor will again state his position re- 
garding the municipal control of pub- 
lic utility corporations. In his mes- 
sage last year he quoted the platform 
declaration as follows: 

““Such utility corporations as are 
purely local in their operation, should 
be left to the control of the municipal- 
ities in which they are located.’ 

wi unhesitatingly commend the 
above. Local self-government ig. the 
bedrock of our rights, and the pater- 
nalism manifest in some portions of 
our present law enlarging the powers 
of the railroad commission should be 
eliminated.” 

It is stated that the governor will 
not recede from any position which he 
took in his last message to the gen- 
eral assembly and that his message 
this year will not differ materially 
from the message of 1909.

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DISASTROUS FLOOD 
SWEEPS OVER GERMANY 


Estimated That Over 200 Per- 
sons Lost Their Lives in the 
Valley of River Ahr. 


Cologne, Germany, June 14.—It is 
estimated that 200 persons lost their 
lives in the flood that swept the val- 
ley of the River Abr in the Eifel re- 
gion. 

Eighty-seven bodies had been re- 
covered today. These were found 
@long the river banks, tossed high by 
the flood or left stranded as the wa- 
ters subsided. 

The report received here today says 
that fifty lives were lost at the vil- 
lage of Schult when a bridge which 
Was crowied with persons watching 
the turbulent waters was carried away. 

Two barracks in which Italian and 
Cretian ‘aborers were housed were 
ewept away and their occupants, who 
were in their beds, were drowned. The 
railway was washed out and several 
villages were destroyed.

SUIT IS FILED 


In a suit for-divorce R. S. Wagner 
charges that his wife, Hallie Wagner, 
disinterred without his knowledge the 
body of their child after he had it 
decently buried in the cemetery of 
Atlanta, and had the body taken to 
the undertaking establishment prepar- 
atory to sending the corpse to Athens, 
Ga., before he even knew that the 
first interment. had not been satis- 
factory to her. 

The petition states. further that the 
Plaintif? was forced to borrow money 
to defray the expenses of the second 
interment, and that when he told his 
wife that she was doing wrong to treat 
him s0, she “flew into one of her tan- 
trums and struck him a severe blow on 
the arm with a new ax handle,” after 
which she left his house and has re- 
mained away ever since. 


Divorce hearings were concluded 
yesterday and all the plaintiffs de- 
parted joyously with Judge J. T. Pen- 
dleton's blessing.

Washington, June 14.—(Special.)—

Their absence to- 
day was a serious blow to the party. 

Georgia Senators Chagrined. 

The two Georgia senators could not 
conceal their chagrin and disappoint- 
ment. The failure of the Bacon amend- 
ment means that the president may ap- 
point all thesmembers of the tariff 
board from his cwn party if he choose 
to do so. 

The question of agreeing to the 
amendment was voted on by a viva 
voce’ vote. The four democrats were 
overwhelmed and could not even mus- 
ter enough numerical strength for a 
roll call, so the day. was lost in- 
gloriously.

other funds, and not from the net 
profits arising from the revenues of 
the institution, 

Cabaniss was convicted and sen- 
tenced to serve twelg¢e months at the 
state farm and to pay 4 fine of $500. 
The case was appealed, with the re- 
sult stated. 

In deciding the case the court says: 

“Tt is very clear from the testimony 
and it is practically undisputed,’ de- 
clares the court, ‘that this bank had 
been carrying upon its books as live 
assets stocks, notes and accounts which 
for a long period of time had been so 
utterly and hopelessly insolvent as 
to render them absolutely worthless, 
amounting to $240,000. Had they been 
charged off they would have not only 
consumed the undivided profits, but 
the surplus fund of the bank and im- 
paired its capital. As far back as June 
20, 1905, the $50,000 capital stock, ac- 
cording to the expert accountant, had

ANOTHER DULL DAY 
IN THE STOCK MARKET 


There Was Very Little Business 
Transacted---Movement 
Was Sluggish. 


New York, June 14.—The movement 
of prices in. the stock market today 
was hardly more than a drift. The 
board room traders, with their utmost 
vigilance, were able to find but shaky 
material on which to base operations. 
Their own transactions were respon- 
sible for the sluggish price movement, 
and when they found that these were 
not giving any results, they reversed 
their operations. A slow upward move- 
ment dragged itself out, and then 
yielded on a diminishing scale of deal- 
ings under this process. Some attempt 
was made to bring in the pending pas- 
sage of the railroad bill as an: influ- 
ence in the trading. The morning ad- 
vance was accompanied by professions 
of satisfaction on the part of the board 
room element, over the approaching 
end of the struggle and by expressed 
hopes that public agitation of meas- 
ures against the railroads would quiet 
down afterwards. On the part of the 
railroads themselves, however, there 
was announcement through accredited 
agents of publicity indicating a per- 
sistence in a policy of complaint over 
legislative conditions, and the rate of 
adjustment with the government au- 
thorities. This appeared in the claims 
of the necessity for further rate ad- 
vances in order to enlist needed capi- 
tal for the conduct of their business. 
From this item it was inferred that 
the hearings before the interstate com- 
merce commission on the proposed rate 
increases are to be accompanied by 
further protestations of the insuffi- 
ciency of present earnings to attract 
capital. This plan for offsetting the 
objections of shippers, which are ex- 
pected to be presented also to the 
commission, is not regarded as calcu- 
lated to make more attractive the se- 
curities of the railroad companies 
which are pleading poverty in that 
way. Pending the settlement of the 
rate question, therefore, there is the 
fear that demand for stocks and bonds 
will be compared, among foreign in- 
vestors especially, where the tactical 
purpose of this policy is likely not to 
be understood.
